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NEW SYSTKM NEEDED. 


The tangle into which the council got the affairs of the city in 
connection with the tunnel project, a tangle whi¢h will probably cost 
the tax payers considerable money, and the full bill for which it is 
impossible to name at present, proves conclusively that the plan of 
city government under which Richmond is operating is a failure. 
She needs to have men who make a business of attending to her busi- 


ness at the head of her affairs. She needs men who have nothing 
else to do but to attend to her affairs, and she needs men who are 
thoroughly competent to handle the affairs of a corporation as big 
as that of the city of Richmond. 

It is a curious fact that we frequently select men to manage our 
public affairs whom we would not think of having to manage our 
private interests for a moment. It is not a question of honesty, it is a 
question of competency, and no one has claimed that competency 
was shown in the tunnel matter, in fact, some of the councilmen have 
excused the jumble on the score that it was ignorance on the part of 
their colleagues. Let it go at that. Ignorance? Why, may we ask, 
should Richmond have its affairs amounting to millions of dollars 
managed by ignorance? Why should the taxpayers be forced to 
spend $20,000, and perhaps more, for nothing? Why should the ab- 
surdity. of grading and paving a street and then tearing up the pay- 
ing and regrading and repaving it be even contemplated? Why 
should the taxpayers be forced to pay $25 a day interest on borrowed 
money lying idle in the bank for months? Why should the city run 
the chance of being forced to pay contractors $60 a day for beating 
time, while details that should have been settled long ago are gone 
through with? Why should the people be forced to pay for idleness 
when the good money they are putting out was earned by their hard 
labor and the sweat of their brows Why, in a word, can not Rich- 
mond’s business affairs be run on and along business principles? 

We pointed out some time ago how the city was being muckled 
out of money by the scheme of refusing to call for bids for public

GERMANY AROUSED. 


There are very strong evidences that there is a very decided 
feeling in Germany that the military should be brought under con- 
trol, and while the battle has only begun it is evident that it is to be 
fought to a finish. The opponents of the military have introduced 
a bill into the German parliament to curb the military officers, and 
to prevent in the future the attacks upon the weak and unfortunate 
among the civilians which disgrace the German ariny continually and 
which last showed itself in Alsace. The imperial government has de- 
elured that no such law can be passed by parliament unless the con- 
stitution is reformed and the government, alias the Emperor, does 
not propose to allow the constitution to be reformed. 

Small events have frequently caused great disasters, and the last 
siraw which brought about the French revolution was trifling. So 
it will be in Germany. It is not to be believed that in this day and 
age the people who support and sustain the army are going to stand 
for any such acts of barbarism as continually disgrace the German 
military. The insults of the military snobs to the people whose 
creation they are; the butchering in cold blood of the plebians by the 
aristgcratic officers, the grinding down of the soldiers and people by 
the army officials can not be endured, and no people like the Germans 
will endure it for long. 

The world outside of Germany is interested in“the results that. 
will follow when the military and civil peer crash together. It is an 
historical fact that when the people decide an army is no more poten- 
tial to overcome their decisions than any other human force. Ger- 
many we may be sure will furnish no exception to the rule, and it is 
well to recall the fact that the mass of the army the soldiers, are from 
the people, and that they are subjected to the insults of their officers

wl AFTER THE MOSQUITO. 


The announcement recently inade in the News that a crusade was 
shortly to be made against the mosquitoes in this vicinity was en- 
couraging information, but we want to get rid of them not only now 
but for all tithe to come, and the only way to do that is to prevent 
their breeding. As explained, the young insect rises to the water in 


which it is hatched to the surface to get air, and if there is oil on the| 


surface of the water it can not ‘reach the air and dies. The idea 
then is to cover the stagnant water with oil. So far so good. But to 
exterminate the mosquito in Panama, for instance, requires the 
drainage of all pools of water, and a crusade carried on by the whole 
community against the little pests. The crusade should be carried on 
along the same lines as the rats were cleaned out of San Francisco, 
or the pests out of any other community. We can get rid of the 
mosquitoes in Richmond if we all take a hand in the work. Would 
it not be a good idea for the local health officers to get some slides 
showing the insect and give a few public lectures on the subject of 
how to get rid of them? “Very few people understand the danger that 
lurks in the presence of the pests, and the policy suggested was so 
successfully tried at Panama that every street boy there knows all 
about them, and kills a mosquitoe at sight, for years now there has 
not been one of the little insects to be seen on the canal strip. Why 
not imitate the same system?
